400 ’bombs' ieU 
during mock raid 
Sunday afternoon 


A rlington Heights was heavily 
bombed last Sunday afternoon in a 
mock blitz, lasting 45 minutes. 
More than 400 bombs were dropped 
and about 50 per cent of these 
struck objectives in the business 
district. The m ajority of the bombs 
were of the incendiary type and 
the air raid warden service took 
care of the situation well. 
A few 
high explosive bombs 
struck the village, and the utilities 
corps rushed to the scene and made 
a report of the estim ated damage 
to telephone, electric, sewer and 
w ater services in the immediate 
vicinity. 
Three unexploded bombs were 
reported, one falling upon the rail­ 
road station which would have been 
completely demolished. The bomb 
reconnaissance squad rushed to the 
scene and determined the amount 
of the probable damage. 
A very small percentage of gas 
bombs were dropped. 
Due to the 
direction of the wind, the business 
district south of 
Campbell ave., 
suffered the most damage by in­ 
cendiaries, and no doubt, under ac­ 
tual conditions there would have 
been quite some conflagration.

Arlington 
loses first son 
in combat 


lohn Nickol killed 
In action May 4th 
in North Africa 


On May 4, John Nickol, whose 
home, 
when 
he 
left 
Arlington 
Heights, was 312 E ast Euclid st., 
received a letter in Africa, tell­ 
ing of the death on April 14 of his 
father, George Nickol. 
The fol­ 
lowing day, John, 
himself, was 
killed in action. 
A telegram from the w ar de­ 
partm ent in Washington, announc­ 
ing his death, was received in Ar­ 
lington Heights Tuesday morning 
by his uncle and aunt, Mr. and 
Mrs. Otto Nickol. They forwarded 
the message to the only remaining 
members of the family, Mrs. H arry 
Heidtke, a sister, who is with her 
husband at M anhattan, Kan. 
The telegram gave no details ex­ 
cept that a letter would follow. 
John wras 
inducted 
in service 
June 15, 1941, and had been sta­ 
tioned in camps in Washington and 
California, before being sent east 
and to Africa. He first landed at 
Casablanca, of which he wrote to 
his friend, Fred Behm, “We met 
some resistance taking this city. 
Instead of being scared as I ex­ 
pected to be, I was quite thrilled.” 
John was 30 years old. Before 
entering army service, he was em­ 
ployed at Arlington Seating Co. 
He was guard of honor for Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt when he visited 
Casablanca.

School patrons 
urged to write 
to legislators 


Gov. Green from whom so much 
was expected by the friends of ed­ 
ucation, 
has 
evidently 
turned 
thumbs down on additional finan­ 
cial aid for the schools of Illinois. 
Companion 
bills 
presented 
in 
both the house and senate are go­ 
ing no where and unless 
school 
patrons start w riting their legis­ 
lators, hope for additional state 
school aid will die. The legislature 
will remain in session only a short 
time longer. 
The state of Illinois now ranks 
38th among the 48 states of the 
nation in the amount of education­ 
al costs th at are bom by the state. 
Nineteen organizations are spon­ 
soring bills which provide $11 to 
$15 for elementary schools and $5 
per pupil for high schools. 
Bills sponsored by the Green ad­ 
m inistration allow for no increase 
for grade schools and no state aid 
for high schools. 
If the conference bills are al­ 
lowed by Gov. Green to become a 
law, Arlington Heights elementary 
school would receive an additional 
$2,000 and the local high school 
$2,500. 
This is a job for the general pub­ 
lic. The bills needed are Senate 
Bills Nos. 107 and 108 and House 
bills 166 and 167. ~ 
Those who favor the additional 
aid to schools are asked to ad­ 
dress letters 
at once- to Gov. 
Dwight H. Green, 
Hugh Gross, 
lieutenant governor and Elmer J. 
Schnackenberg, 
speaker 
of 
the 
house. Legislators who represent 
the seventh district are all in favor 
of the measures.

N. M. Lattof, Arlington Heights 
newly appointed OCD coordinator 
believes that until the present war 
ends there are a lot of community 
jobs facing the local OCD. He has 
named on the community council 
the head of every civic organiza­ 
tion within the town and has se­ 
cured assurances of support from 
those appointed. The first meet­ 
ing of the new council was held 
May 18, when Mr. Lattof out­ 
lined some of his plans. 
He recognized the thorough job 
that the civilian defense council 
has done in the past, but he is ask­ 
ing the local council to enlarge its 
program, including therein the re­ 
sponsibility for nearly all of the 
Victory Jobs that our country ex­ 
pects of this community. 
No Strings Tied to 
Appointment 
Mr. Lattof, before accepting his 
appointment, 
was 
assured 
that 
there are no strings tied to it. 
“Pick out good men to help you,” 
was the only advice given by May­ 
or Goedke when the appointment 
was made. L attof’s reply was, “It 
is my hope that we just do that.” 
As 
an 
introduction 
to 
those 
present who are new members of 
the defense council he stated: 
“The Office of Civilian Defense 
is a new organization. Its leaders 
had no experience to fall back up­ 
on in setting it up. Instructions 
from 
W ashington 
and 
Chicago 
were constantly changing. 
With 
all that, Mr. Homer J. Byrd, the 
form er co-ordinator, and his staff 
are to be complimented on the or­ 
ganization th at has been formed. 
They gave generously of their time 
and effort. Our work will be easier 
because of the service they have 
rendered. 
“The activities of the Office of 
Civilian Defense should 
not and 
cannot be 
carried 
out by one 
man. The program of the Office 
of Civilian Defense is a commun­ 
ity program and, therefore, the 
whole community should be a part 
of it and should cooperate in its 
planning and execution. With that 
in view, we have organized a Com­ 
munity Council which consists of 
the heads of all the m ajor organ­ 
izations and departments in town. 
Those serving on the Council will 
change as the organizations con­ 
cerned elect new officers to repre­ 
sent them. Thus, the Council will 
always be truly representative of 
the community. 
“It is the responsibility of the 
executive staff to put into action 
the program and policies agreed 
upon by the Council. As you know, 
the activities of the Office of Civil­ 
ian Defense are divided into two 
m ajor groups, with a Commander 
in charge of each. 
“The activities of the Office of 
Civilian Defense 
are broad 
and 
comprehensive. They touch the life 
of the whole community. We, and 
all other communities are facing 
m ajor issues raised by the war. 
All far-sighted people realize that 
im portant issues will also have 
to be faced in the post-war period. 
A well-organized community will 
be able to cope with these issues 
effectively. 
“In our organisation set-up, we 
have and we shall continue to have 
one aim, namely, service for vic­ 
tory. Politics has not had and will 
not have a place in our makeup. 
While members of the Council are 
representatives of various organ­ 
izations, they are part of the Of­ 
fice of Civilian Defense to put A r­ 
lington Heights 
first in service. 
You, ladies and gentlemen, have it 
within your power to make our A r­ 
lington Heights stand out as an ex­ 
ample of what a community could 
do when its leaders are united for 
the good of all. 
“I know I can count on each one 
of you to help us truly live our 
motto — ‘United to serve our com­ 
munity — our country’.” 
Assisting Mr. Lattof in carry­ 
ing out the policies that the council 
may direct are E rnst H. Malzahn, 
assistant co-ordinator; Frank P. 
Sesterhenn, 
commander 
Citizens

For ten years, or longer, a few 
top U. S. airmen held that car­ 
rier-based airplanes and flying 
boats weren’t the answer to over­ 
water air defense—but they made 
little headway. 
The Army meanwhile devel­ 
oped two long range, four-engine 
bombers for over-water opera­ 
tions. And now, the Navy, which 
once considered land-planyes use­ 
ful only for training, is using in 
increasing numbers land-based 
planes originally built for the 
Army. 
In the past few weeks the 
Navy has publicly announced 
in despatches the use of many 
Liberator PB4Y’s (Navy version 
of the famed B-24) in the South 
Pacific. And it permitted the 
maker of the Ventura twin-en­ 
gine bomber to announce that 
it would construct them for the 
Navy as PV-l’s. 
In addition three other Army 
Air Force models are being built 
for the Navy, which will operate 
them from land bases. 
This marked change in policy 
doesn’t mean the Navy is giving 
up carriers and flying boats. 
Obviously, its decision was based 
on these facts: land-based planes 
have a greater radius of opera­ 
tion, carry heavier bomb loads 
and fire-power, and have more 
speed and utility in the fighting 
zones. 
WANT-AD 
Irrepressible Bill Stout, the De­ 
troiter who designed the first all- 
metal airplane, recently placed 
the following ad in a Detroit 
paper. 
“Wanted Male Help”—“Air­ 
craft helicopter development. 
Draftsmen and stress analysis 
men. Equal wartime pay. WITH 
GREAT CHANCE FOR AD­ 
VANCEMENT IN POS? WAR 
PERIOD.” 
Yes, Stout is conducting ex­ 
periments on a helicopter, and 
has been for some time. He’s 
building it for one of the biggest 
air-frame manufacturers in Amer­ 
ica. Ycfei probably will hear a lot 
about it before many months pass. 


REAL WORKMEN 
An AAF Heavy Bombardment 
Group lost an average of less 
than one percent of its planes per 
mission in helping rout Marshal 
Rommel’s troops from the Middle 
East, according to Colonel Hugo 
P. Rush who has just returned 
home. 
Col. Rush organized and com­ 
manded one of the first Groups in 
the Middle East. The Group help­ 
ed repulse Germans and Italians 
at El Alamein and then par­ 
ticipated in many missions which 
aided in ’driving them back along 
the Tunisian coast. Most members 
of the crews were very young 
and with no battle experience, 
yet they were engaged in combat 
with the enemy two weeks after 
leaving the U. S. 
The targets included Tobruk, 
Benghazi, Tripoli, Sfax, Sousse, 
Tunis, Palermo, Messina, Na­ 
ples, Navarino Bay, and many 
other coastal towns and slop­ 
ing installations in Italy. 
Col. Rush said most of his 
Group’s missions were made over 
great 
distances. 
High 
altitude 
precision bombing was carried 
out with success on most of the 
missions, 
which 
averaged 
ten 
hours each. The initial attacks 
against Rommel’s supply lines 
extended a distance of 2,000 miles 
from the Army base to the tar­ 
get. Liberators were flown almost 
exclusively by his Group, Col. 
Rush said. 


PAGING BUCK ROGERS 
We have known for several 
weeks thdt the Army is using 
radio-controlled 
“target’ 
air­ 
planes, with an eight-foot wing 
span, in maneuvers with ground 
troops. But it was restricted ma­ 
terial and we didn’t use it. The 
other day, however, censors ap­ 
proved the story for a Washing­ 
ton newspaper. Two or three 
small companies and at least one 
of the bigger manufacturers are 
producing the miniature planes. 
Perhaps the era of bombing 
with robot planes (a la Buck 
Rogers) is not too far away, # 


Tells of Hie 
in South Pacific 
in wartime 


Master Sergeant John Almdale, 
who has just returned from two 
and one half years of service in 
Hawaii and the South Pacific, was 
the guest of honor Wednesday 
noon at a luncheon given by the 
Prospect Heights Merchants As­ 
sociation at Simson’s. 
Sergeant Almdale told the as­ 
sociation of his experiences in the 
Army Air Corps from the minute 
of the attack on Pearl Harbor until 
he returned home two weeks ago. 
'‘On th& morning of December 7, 
1941, I was doing guard duty at 
Hickam infield, where I was sta­ 
tioned. ^ saw some planes coming 
over, but I couldn’t make them out 
and thought they were only navy 
planes practicing bombing. Some 
of the planes swept down and start­ 
ed strafing the field, but still I 
didn’t realize who they were — 
just thought they were doing some 
wild shooting. Then suddenly, I 
saw the Jap insignia, and I knew 
what had happened and that we 
had been attacked. 
“I shot all the ammunition I had, 
but, of course, my gun could do 
little. Then I rushed to help clear 
our planes off the field, where they 
were being rapidly destroyed, try­ 
ing to save what we could by push­ 
ing them into the disbursement 
area. While I was doing that our 
barracks were bombed and great 
damage was done; it was a lucky 
break for me that I was on guard 
duty that morning.” 
Sergeant Almdale said that that 
first day was so hectic that not un­ 
til night time, when the attack had 
died down, did he feel scared. 
At the time of the attack he 
told how air planes came into Ha­ 
waii from the U. S. mainland. 
They were running low on fuel and 
had to chance landing either in the 
ocean or on Hickam Field while 
it was undergoing attack. 
In the weeks following, Sergeant 
Almdale’s bombardment squadron 
did patrol duty in the Hawaiian 
Islands. Then, two or three weeks, 
before the battle of Midway, army 
intelligence learned that the Jap 
force was on its way. “We got 
there before they did and were 
ready for them,” he said briefly.

“Our squadron got the 
aircraft 
carrier there.” 
Later his company was sent to 
the New Hebrides. “We had to get 
our planes in condition after the 
long flight,” he said. “We worked 
three nights and 
days without 
sleep until they were ready again.” 
His job was to supervise all air­ 
craft instrument repair. 
From the island of Espiritu San­ 
to where they were based his 
squadron bombed the whole South 
Pacific area. He told of the en­ 
thusiasm of the bombardiers and 
pilots for the “B-17” and what 
great work the flying fortresses 
are doing. 
“The Japs are good pilots. They 
have to be to go through what 
they do with the Zeros. But we 
could always tell green Jap pilots 
when they would fly all around the 
flying fortresses and get picked 
off like flies.” 
On the island base thessquadron 
found the shelling from enemy 
subs annoying. “But we didn’t re­ 
ply,” he pointed out, “because this 
would give away our gun emplace­ 
ments.” 
Enemy bombing caused little 
loss of life on the island, he said, 
the greatest damage to soldiers oc­ 
curring when they would rush into 
fox holes in the dark and fall 
over each other. As a m atter of 
fact, the safest place during a 
bombing was right at the military 
objective the enemy was trying to 
hit. 
Sergeant 
Almdale 
told 
the 
merchants about life on the island. 
“All tents and workshops were 
camouflaged with brush. The na­ 
tives were paid nine cents a day 
for labor and were very friendly 
— the only trouble being that they 
would walk off with anything they 
could lay their hands on.” 
He told of an amusing encounter 
with a giant (seven foot) Fiji na­ 
tive. One asked him if he would 
like some cocoanuts from a tall 
palm. 
After he had obliged by 
shinnying up the tree he insisted 
that John eat all the fruit he had 
brought down, although it was a 
good deal more than he had ca­ 
pacity for. 
The natives were keen about get­ 
ting 
copper 
washers, 
polishing 
them and wearing them as rings. 
One native who found a necktie, 
carefully put it in its proper place 
and walked proudly around in the 
necktie and nothing else, no doubt 
feeling very well dressed. 
Once on the way to a movie, one 
of the few recreations available, 
one of the men stepped on a six 
food python, but his companions 
immediately pinned the snake to 


the ground with their long, sharp 
bush knives. Most of the snakes 
had been scared 
back into 
the 
jungle, though. 
“The people 
here back home 
wonder why they have gas and 
rubber rationing. But if they stop 
to realize that every bombing mis­ 
sion 
lasts about twelve hours, 
(from his base) and uses two to 
three thousand gallons of gas, 
they’ll understand. Then if a tire 
on a plane is bruised or cut, it must 
be replaced; the terrific impact of 
landing would blow it out other­ 
wise.” 
Sergeant Almdale told how Ed­ 
die Rickenbacker and General Ar­ 
nold, head of the air force, visited 
his base. He said that the air 


forces’ officers were a front line 
group seeing the worst of the ac­ 
tion and not pencil pushers. 
On the boat coming home the re­ 
turning men were given a lecture 
on women. They were told not to 
rush into matrimony the minute 
they landed because of the numer­ 
ous instances of girls 
marrying 
service men for their insurance. 
Cases have been known where one 
girl would marry three men, care­ 
fully picking one in each branch of 
the service. 
After Sergeant Almdale conclud­ 
ed his talk, the Merchants associa­ 
tion presented him with a gift and 
their thanks. 
Mrs. John Almdale, the ser­ 
geant’s mother, was also a guest.

A & P's purchase 
al state produce 
hits record high 
Cash returns to Illinois growers 
and shippers iii 1042 increased 125 
per cent to an all-time high of $2,- 
256,545 from fresh fruits and veg­ 
etables sold through the Great A t­ 
lantic and Pacific Tea Company’s 
produce-buying affiliate, the A t­ 
lantic 
Commission 
Company, 
it 
was reported today. In 1941 pur­ 
chases totaled $1,000,650. 
The state supplied fresh fruits 
and vegetables equivalent to 2,183 
carlots last year, as compared to 
2,079 carlots the 
previous year, 
Harvey A. Baum, vice president 
and general manager, said in a re­ 
vert on the produce company’s 
first full year of wartime opera­ 
tions. He reported also that grow­ 
ers and shippers obtained a record 
share of the 
consumer’s dollar 
spent for produce in A & P stores, 
receiving an average of 56.3 cents 
in 1942, which is 20 per cent high­ 
er than the 46.8 cents in 1937 and 
three per cent more than the 54.6 
cents in 1941. This is well above 
the national average returns from 
produce sold through all channels.

Ample supply 
el new potatoes 
due by mld-Iune 


Potato-hungry 
Americans 
will 
get plenty of newr potatoes to eat 
by the middle of June, the nation’s 
largest buyer of fresh fruits and 
vegetables predicted today. 
“Abnormal weather, which re­ 
tarded the crop 
in some states, 
combined with increased acreages 
in other states will cause a bigger 
volume of early potatoes than last 
year to be harvested bewteen now 
and the middle of June,” said H ar­ 
vey A. Baum, vice president and 
general m anager of the A & P 
Tea Company’s produce-buying af­ 
filiate, the Atlantic Commission 
Company. “All of these early pota­ 
toes will be available for use in 
this country because they are not 
suitable for export. 
“Housewives 
should 
remember 
that new early potatoes have to 
be consumed within a reasonable 
period after harvest inasmuch as 
these varieties are much more per­ 


ishable than late potatoes and can­ 
not be stored,” Baum said. “Thus 
the big supply expected in June 
will have to be eaten by civilians 
and armed forces within this coun­ 
try because early potatoes are not 
suitable for shipment overseas.” 
Baum reported that supplies of 
other vegetables and fruits are in­ 
creasing weekly, being augmented 
in many sections by local produc­ 
tion. Some vegetables are reach­ 
ing peak production and house­ 
wives are beginning to buy for 
home canning, he said. Canning at 
fuch times, when particular fruits 
and vegetables are available in the 
largest quantities will aid the war 
effort 
by 
conserving 
perishable 
food 
that 
might 
otherwise 
be 
wasted.

T 
h e s e are the times that try men’s souls. The summer 
soldier and the sunshine patriot will, in this crisis, shrink from the 
service of their country; but he that stands it now deserves the love 
and thanks of man and woman. Tyranny, 
like hell, is not easily conquered.” 
So wrote Thomas Paine during the dark 
days of the Revolutionary War, words as 
true today as when they were conceived. 
Thomas Paine was a poor corsetmaker in 
England, who came to America to seek 
a better way of life. His pamphlet, "Com­ 
mon Sense,” was a leading weapon in crys­ 
tallizing the sentiment of the American 
workers and farmers and bringing about 
the Revolutionary War. 
An excellent novel about this great 
American, and a timely book to read now 
is "Citizen Tom Paine” by Howard Fast. 
Howard Fast is a young man, still in his thirties. He is the author 
of "The Last Frontier” about the Cheyenne Indians, and "The Unvan­ 
quished,” the novelized life of George Washington. Now with "Citizen 
Tom Paine” he easily ranks as one of America’s leading historical novel­ 
ists. At present, he is working for the Office of War Information.

Anyone 
who has ever had a dog of his own, or ever dreamed of having one 
some day, will cherish "The Fireside Book of Dog Stories” edited by 
Jack Goodman, a Book-of-the-Month Club book-dividend for May 
and June. 
Among the most famous dog stories in this volume are "Bashan” 
from "A Man and His Dog” by Thomas Mann; "For the Love of a 
Man” from Jack London’s "Call of the 
W ild”; 
"Verdun 
Belle” 
by 
Alexander 
Woollcott; "The Voice of Bugle Ann” by 
MacKinlay Kantor; and "Lassie Come- 
Home” by Erie Knight. 
The introduction is written by James 
Thurber. "It did not take Man long— 
probably not more than a hundred cen­ 
turies,” Mr. Thurber says, "to discover that 
all the animals except the dog were impos­ 
sible around the house. One has but to spend a few days with an 
aardvark or a llama, command a water buffalo to sit up and beg, ta 
perceive how wisely Man set about his process of elimination and 
selection* 
"This book,” Mr. Thurber concludes, 
"contains much of Man’s report on his 
dog, his tribute to it, his effort to under­ 
stand the open-hearted and inscrutable, 
the simple and complicated animal. It is 
unfortunate that there can be no com­ 
panion piece, set down by the dog, to 
complete the picture. He has not yet 
learned to communicate his thoughts to 
paper. But give him time. The planet has, after all, barely cooled off.

A • E. Goldhom, D.D.S., writing 
on “Dental Infections and the 
Industrial Worker” in the Journal 
of the American Dental Association, 
says, “Rheumatism covers a wide 
variety of ailments, the most com­ 
mon of which are arthritis, myositis, 
(Inflammation of a voluntary mus­ 
cle) lumbago and neiaritis . . . Den­ 
tal infection has long been recog­ 
nized as a predisposing cause of 
many of these ailments, and the re­ 
moval of mouth infection has been 
advised or insisted upon by most 
medical men. There are, however, 
other predisposing causes of rheu­ 
matism, many and varied, such as 
improper diet and climatic, chemi­ 
cal, mechanical and endrocrine con­ 
ditions.” B. I. Comroe, M. D., points 
out in the same journal, that dental 
infection is to be treated with great 
care in arthritis, not primarily to 
cure the arthritis, but to lessen the 
burden which the patient is carry­ 
ing. The dentist must never raise 
false hopes in the arthritic patient 
by promising to relieve the arthritic 
symptoms by dental procedures.

Seek method of dealing with all Axis murderers 
World War I’s treatment 
inadequate and a farce 


President Roosevelt in a broadcast many months ago, 
warned the Axis nations that those individuals guilty of 
war atrocities and violation of international law will, after 
the cessation of hostilities, be brought to trial and pun­ 
ished for their crimes. We agree with him that such should 
be done. Certainly no one will contend that those Japanese 
officials guilty of the murder' 
of the American airmen who 
bombed Tokyo and those Nazi 
officials who massacred the 
entire male population of Li­ 
dice shall go unwhipped of 
justice. The big question is how, 
when, where and by whom shall 
they be tried. 
At the close of World War I, a 
similar determination to punish 
atrocity perpetrators resulted in a 
list of 900 names being submitted 
to the Versailles Conference who 
were charged with “murders and 
massacres, tortures, shields formed 
by human beings, execution of hos­ 
tages, the massacre of prisoners, 
attacks on hospital ships, the poi­ 
soning of springs and of wells, 
etc.” 
It was first suggested that these 
individuals be tried in national 
courts in the countries against 
whom the atrocities were commit­ 
ted. In the meantime the number 
of defendants dwindled. It was fin­ 
ally decided that they should be 
tried by the Supreme Court of the 
Reich at Leipzig consisting of sev­ 
en German judges. 
As the net result after about 
three years, 12 were actually tried. 
Of these, 6 were acquitted. Two 
naval lieutenants received 4 year 
sentences and the other four re­ 
ceived sentences of 6 months each 
in jail. The two lieutenants, who 
were to spend 4 years each in pris­ 
on contrived to escape, probably 
with

connivance 
of 
their 
jailors. 
In the present war the atrocities 
committed by the Axis powers 
against their fighting enemies and 
against the civilian populations in 
countries under subjectation have 
been more numerous and more se­ 
vere. Shall we, at the close of this 
war, consent to another 
farcial 
desplay of criminal (in) justice by 
merely slapping the wrists of 4 or 
more miner officials who 
have 
caused death and despair and pov­ 
erty and suffering to millions of in­ 
nocent men, women and children? 
The infliction 
of penalties for 
the violation of law is twofold — 
first, to punish the criminal, and 
second, that his punishment shall 
be a warning to others should 
they ever presume to do likewise. 
If we must have wars in the fu­ 
ture those who are tempted to com­ 
mit acts of violence and brutality 
contrary to the 
laws of war, 
should have the 
opportunity to 
look back and consider the fate 
that befell others who in World 
W ar 2, yielded to similar tempta­ 
tions. 
A bill has been introduced in 
the House, authorizing the Com­ 
mittee on the Judiciary to study 
this problem and submit to the 
President plans for the composi­ 
tion of courts or tribunals to try 
Axis war criminals and mete out 
justice. It ought to pass.

Conservation is 


responsible for 
more production 


By using soil conservation m eth­ 
ods, ST farm ers in Madison and St. 
Clair counties not wily produced 
more w artim e food than those who 
followed their usual plans for op­ 
erations, but they also reported a 
net income th at was approxim ate­ 
ly one-third above that of 40 ncn- 
connervation farm ers diving 1942. 
The largest increase was in Mad­ 
ison county, according to a recent 
study prepared by E. L. Sauer, 
economic research supervisor for 
the Soil Conservation Service, U. 
S. D epartm ent of A griculture, and 
H. C. M. Case, head of the de­ 
partm ent of agricultural econom­ 
ics. U niversity of Illinois College 
OI A griculture. Forty-one conser­ 
vation farm ers produced 15 per 
cent more m eat an acre in 1942 
than during the previous year. No 
increase was made by 24 farm ers 
who did not follow a conservation 
plan. 
In St. C lair county, 16 conserva­ 
tion farm ers increased m eat pro­ 
duction IO per cent an acre, while 
16 producers who used their reg ­ 
ular methods showed an increase 
of 8 per cent. 
Milk production in both counties 
was raised seven per cent a farm 
under conservation plans. Farm ers 
following old methods saw their 
production drop below' 1941 levels. 
“These increases resulted from 
larger am ounts of feed produced, 
particularly protein supplem ents in 
the form of improved hay and pas­ 
ture, on the conservation farm s,” 
Saner 
pointed 
out. 
“ Increased 
yields of soybeans, corn and other 
grain made possible by contour 
tillage show th at farm ing on the 
level instead of in straig h t rows 
is an im portant w artim e produc­ 
tion m ethod.”

Since the objective in obtaining 
the production of the 150.009 pres­ 
sure cookers is to attain the m axi­ 
mum pack of home canned non­ 
acid vegetables and m eats applica­ 
tions m ust indicate a real need be­ 
fore they can be considered, it is 
pointed out by foods officials of the 
U niversity of Illinois College of 
A griculture. The points which the 
county farm rationing com m ittees 
will use in judging eligibility for 
purchase 
certificates 
have 
been 
clearly defined. 
Anyone having a pressure cook­ 
er or access to one should not 
make application for a purchase 
certificate unless the ex tra cooker 
is to be used for a com m unity can­ 
ning 
center 
or 
a 
neighborhood 
group. Freezer loc kers and home 
dehydrators will also be taken into 
consideration in allocating p res­ 
sure cookers. All such equipm ent 
m ust be listed on applications, to­ 
gether with tho num ber of fam ­ 
ilies planning to share the cooker. 
June 8 is the deadline to make 
applications for pressure cookers 
in Cook county. 
A nother point on wiiich eligibil­ 
ity is to be judged is the extent 
to which the cooker will be used. 
A pplicants and co-signers are re­ 
quired 
to 
list the approxim ate 
num ber of quarts of non-acid veg­ 
etables and m eat'w hich they plan 
to can. Tom atoes and fru its need 
not be listed, as they can be can­ 
ned safely by methods other than 
the pressure cooker. In estim ating 
the fam ily needs, foods officials 
suggest that 1 7 ^ ‘q u arts of non­ 
acid vegetables per person a year 
be used as the basis. 
Production of the pressure cook­ 
ers is now under way. A few have 
been released and these are being- 
sent into southern areas where the 
canning season is alm ost a t hand.
